“delegates”  to  other  conventions, 
which  are  governing  bodies. 

•Today,  we  need  to  re-empha¬ 
size  the  principle  of  democracy 
and  make  it  crystal  clear  that  this 
convention  has  never  usurped  au¬ 
thoritarian  powers,”  he  declared. 

“Pronouncements,  eves,  so  time¬ 
ly  and  praiseworthy,  made  by  a 
few  thousand  messengers  on  poli¬ 
tical,  social,  economic,  or  even 
doctrinal  matters  cannot  be  con¬ 
strued  as  representing  the  senti-j 
ments  of  and  binding  the  mcrej 
than  7,000,000  Southern  Baptists 
not  present  when  the  vote  is  taken. 

"The  purpose  of  the  convention 
Is  to  carry  into  effect  the  bene¬ 
volent  intention  of  our  constituents 
by  organizing  a  plan  for  eliciting, 
combining  and  directing  the  ener¬ 
gies  of  the  denomination  for  the 
propagation  of  the  gospel." 

“Why  do  we  fail  to  win  souls? 
Why  are  we  self-satisfied?  Why  , 
the  lack  of  evangelism  in  nearly 
5,000  Southern  Baptist  churches  re¬ 
porting  not  one  single  soul  bap¬ 
tized  last  year?” 

In  his  address.  Dr.  Grey  traced 
the  history  of  the  convention  since 
its  inception  107  years  ago  stating 
that  it  has  grown  from  a  small 
body  to  one  embracing  28,289  < 
churches  with  7,373,498  members,  i 
This  tremendous  growth,  he 
pointed  out,  was  due  in  large 
measure  to  the  fact  "that  our 
founding  fathers  were  men  of  gi¬ 
gantic  stature.  No  group  of  Lilli-  1 
putian  Pygmies  were  they.  There 
were  giants  in  the  earth  in  those 
days.” 

Notables  of  Church 

He  cited  the  work  of  such  nota¬ 
ble  men  as  Dr.  William  Bullein 
Johnson  of  South  Carolina,  first 
president  of  the  convention;  Ado- 
mix  am  Judson,  early  missionary  to 
India  who  devoted  his  life  to  for¬ 
eign  missions;  Luther  Rice,  also  a 
missionary  m  the  foreign  field; 
and  Richard  Furman  of  South 
Carolina,  who  was  chosen  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  convention'in  1814. 

He  pointed  out  some  of  the 
achievements  of  the  convention 
this  past  year. 

“We  report  375.525  baptisms,” 
be  said,  "but  the  glory  of  the 
achievement  is  greatly  reduced 
when  we  consider  that  it  took  19.6 
of  us  working  the  whole  year 
to  bring  one  person  to  the 
confession  of  Christ  as  Saviour. 
We  must  elicit  the  energies  of  the 
denomination  in  this  matter  of 
personal  soul  winning. 

"When  President  Truman 
made  his  ill-advised  nomination 
of  an  ambassador  to  Vatican 
City,"  he  said,  “our  Baptist  peo¬ 
ple— preachers  and  laymen  — 
needed  nobody  to  speak  for 
them.  They  spoke  for  them¬ 
selves.  In  thunderous  tones 
they  defended  the  cause  of  reli¬ 
gious  freedom  and  its  corolla¬ 
ry,  separation  of  church  and 
state. 

‘These  Baptists  will  continue  to 
^>eak  for  themselves,  standing  side 
by  side  with  all  patriotic  Ameri¬ 
cans  who  love  freedom. 

“These  Baptists  will  speak  for 
fbem  selves  to  every  aspirant  for 
the  White  House,  this  year  and 
awry  year.

He  suggested  a 
new  approach  to  the  world  pro¬ 
gram  in  the  light  of  world  events. 

He  said  the  revolutionary  chang¬ 
es  throughout  the  globe  “demand 
that  we  examine  frearlessly  and 
realistically  our  methods  and  pro¬ 
cedures.” 

Dr.  Rankin  reported  the  board 
now  has  860  missionaries  in  the 
foreign  field,  with  a  stepped-up 
program  in  many  countries  to 
offset  the  Communists’  program 
to  eject  church  workers  in  Red

The  convention  called  on  the 
management  of  radio  and  televi¬ 
sion  stations  to  lift  the  standard 
of  programs  and  wares  advertised 
and  in  return  promised  to  cooper¬ 
ate  in  the  effort  to  keep  those  me¬ 
dia  free  from  government  censor¬ 
ship.  Baptists  were  also  urged  to 
“contact  their  local  radio  and  tele¬ 
vision  stations  protesting  programs 
at  low  moral  content  and  urge 
them  to  provide  programs  that  will 
be  morally  and  culturally  uplifting. 

There  were  mixed  reactions  to 
the  address  of  Dr.  Kenneth  Scott 
Latourette,  president  of  the  Amer¬ 
ican  Baptist  Convention  and  pro¬ 
fessor  of  missions  and  Oriental  his¬ 
tory  at  Yale  University.  Southern 
Baptists  are  well-known  for  their 
opposition  to  Unionism.  Dr.  La¬ 
tourette  admitted  this  in  his  speech 
but  also  defended  Unionism,  in 
part.  He  listed  five  developments 
which  make  this  the  greatest  day 
that  Christianity  has  ever  known. 
They  are: 

L  Christian  churches  are  more 
widely  distributed  over  the  earth 
than  ever  before. 

2.  The  church  is  more  deeply 
rooted  among  more  people  than 
ever  before.

Canvass  may  be  seen  in  the  record 
of  Southern  Baptists  in  1961.  The 
churches  that  asked  their  members 
to  pledge  to  the  budget  reported 
total  per  capita  gifts  of  $39.50 
as  against  $27.94  for  churches  that 
did  not  ask  members  to  pledge. 
Only  24.2  per  cent  of  the  church¬ 
es  gave  their  members  an  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  pledge.  Virginia  was  the 
highest  with  57 2  per  cent;  Mary¬ 
land,  aecood  with  50  per  cent.  All 
other  states  fell  under  50  per  cent 
of  churches  asking  members  to 
pledge.

If  this  total  amount  could  be  made  to  yield  5%  it  would  only  pro¬ 
duce  a  little  over  $100,000  00  As  compared  with  the  other  Baptist  Col¬ 
leges  of  the  South  this  total  amount  is  only  about  one-half  the  endow¬ 
ment  that  Mississippi  College  ought  to  have,  to  say  nothing  of  the 
enlargement  and  improvement  that  ought  to  come  in  the  future. 

The  special  offering  for  our  colleges  last  year  amounted  to 
$32,000  00  If  the  Foundation  could  have  had  the  additional  one  million 
for  endowment  last  year  and  had  gotten  the  same  yield  received  on 
our  invested  funds,  our  colleges  would  have  received  $44,800.00  endow¬ 
ment  income  for  last  year,  and  even  more  for  this  current  year.  The 
inadequate  endowment  income  plus  this  special  offering  did  not  enable 
our  colleges  to  make  the  improvements  they  should  have,  particularly 
in  salaries  to  faculty  members.  When  you  compare  the  pay  that  many 
of  our  finest  teachers  are 'receiving  with  that  being  received  by 
teachers  of  other  institutions,  the  conclusion  is  obvious. 

Mississippi  Baptists  can  meet  this  need.  There  are  those  who  can 
and  will  make  substantial  gifts  to  endowment  when  they  realize  how 
desperate  the  need  is  plus  the  fact  that  our  colleges  are  indispeniblc 
to  the  life  of  our  denomination  and  the  larger  ends  of  the  Kingdom  of 
our  Savior  as  well.  Then,  every  individual  Baptist  can  give  something, 
say  ten  dollars  each — that  would  amount  to  twice  the  amount  we  now 
have.  Another  very  practical  way  we  can  begin  meeting  this  need  is 
for  every  church  to  begin  giving  some  amount  each  year  to  endowment, 
certainly  not  to  interfere  in  the  least  with  the  Cooperative  Program 
but  some  appropriate  amount  in  keeping  with  the  size  and  ability  of 
the  church.  If  this  should  be  done  it  would  be  surprising  how  soon 
the  desperate  endowment  needs  of  our  glorious  Mississippi  Baptist 
colleges  would  be  met.

Baptists  and  the  opportunity  for 
Baptists.

A  prominent  Miamian  told  me 
that  at  many  conventions  in  Miami 
the  people  came  to  Miami,  but 
most  of  them  spent  the  majority  of 
their  time  sight  seeing  and  souve¬ 
nir  hunting.  He  was  amazed  at  the 
fact  that  most  of  the  Baptists  at¬ 
tended  the  convention  and  not  out¬ 
side  attractions.  He  also  stated 
that  although  there  were  more 
people  in  town  for  MacArthur’s 
speech,  there  were  more  people 
present  at  the  Convention  than  were 
present  for  his  address. 

My  nomination  for  tho  crudest 
thing  mm  at  the  Convention:  A 
person  who  should  have  known  bet¬ 
tor  sitting  at  a  public  mooting  vig¬ 
orously  chewing  gum.  He  needs  to 
consult  Emily  Post. 

According  to  Dr.  John  A.  Mac 
kay,  president  of  Princeton  Theo¬ 
logical  Seminary,  who  spoke  at  the 
WMU  Convention,  “The  presence 
of  large  numbers  of  Baptists  in 
Russia  is  one  of  the  brightest 
spots  in  the  world  today.  Sooner  or 
later  Marxist  Communism  will  be 
shattered  on  the  bedrock  of  hu¬ 
man  nature,  for  man  is  so  made 
that  his  soul  thirsts  for  God.” 

Dr.  Baker  J.  Cauthen,  mission 
secretary  for  the  Orient  and  Ja¬ 
pan,  said  that  for  the  "first  time  in 
more  than  100  years  Baptists  are 
without  a  voice  in  China.  The  mis¬ 
sion  board  withdrew  all  mission¬ 
aries  after  Dr.  W.  L.  Wallace  died 
in  prison.  Many  others,  he  told  the 
women,  have  been  imprisoned  be¬ 
cause  “they  were  true  as  a  man 
of  God,”  and  a  group  of  five  was 
spat  on,  beaten  and  then  dragged 
to  prison.  Dr.  Cauthen  also  said: 

There  is  a  less  gloomy  side  to 
the  picture,  he  said.  Men  and  wo¬ 
men  who  were  withdrawn  from 
China  have  moved  elsewhere  in  the 
Far  Fast,  spreading  the  Gospel  and 
fighting  Communism  in  Japan, 
Siam,  and  “on  the  threshold  of  red 
China  in  Hong  Kong  where  we  feel 
the  hot  breath  of  the  Communist 
beast.” 

Mrs.  A.  P.  Pierson,  missionary  to 
Mexico,  in  discussing  mission  work 
in  that  country  said:  “Persecution 
is  still  severe  in  parts  of  Mexico. 
One  young  woman  waa  dragged 
through  the  streets  by  her  hair  be¬ 
cause  of  her  testimony  lor  Christ.

6.  At  himself  in  not  adopting  the  plan  sooner.

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TWO  KINDS 

A  Statement  on  Christian  Tithing  by  Clarence  C.  Stoughton 

He  could  recognize  only  two  tunes.  Mark  Twain  liked  to  insist; 
one  was  America,  and  the  other  wasn’t. 

Tithing  is  much  like  that,  too.  There  are  two  kinds  of  tithing. 
One  kind  is  Christian.  The  other  isn’t. 

The  other  kind  of  tithing  begins  with  Old  Testament  laws,  and 
usually  stops  there.  It  is  the  fact  that  it  stops  at  that  point  that 
compels  many  Christians  to  reject  tithing.  For  all  too  often  the 
tither  comes  to  feel  that  he  has  now  obeyed  God’s  laws  and  there¬ 
fore  has  fulfilled  his  total  obligation  as  a  Christian.  And,  of  course, 
he  hasn’t.  He  can’t.  One  never  fulfills  his  obligations  to  God.  All 
he  can  do  is  to  pour  forth  his  gratitude  in  every  way  possible  for 
God’s  abundant  love.  The  tithe  is  one  way  of  saying  my  thanks  to 
God— only  one  way — a  reasonable  way. 

Christian  tithing  begins  with  Christ.  Its  whole  emphasis  is  upon 
Him.  The  central  fact  in  the  life  of  the  Christian  is  the  coming  of 
Jesus  Christ  into  the  world  to  give  Himself  upon  the  cross  for  man. 
Through  Him  man  comes  to  God;  through  Him  man  finds  forgive¬ 
ness  and  reconciliation.  Here  is  giving  and  love  that  is  beyond 
human  understanding.  It  is  grace — God’s  love  given  freely  without 
our  having  deserved  or  merited  any  part  of  it. 

And  right  there  is  where  Christian  tithing  begins — in  man’s  under¬ 
standing  of  that  central  fact  of  Christian  faith,  and  in  his  response  to 
it.  For,  he  asks  himself,  if  God  has  been  so  good  to  me,  how  can  I 
help  but  give  my  thanks  to  Him  in  every  act  of  my  life?  And  in 
giving,  how  can  I  do  less  for  his  work  than  sel  aside  at  least  one- 
tenth  of  my  income  as  a  first  step?  Christians  tithing  begins  with 
Christ! 

The  simplest  definition,  therefore,  of  Christian  tithing  is  that  it  is 
•  Christian  person,  tithing.  This  is  not  just  a  play  on  words.  Forthe 
point  that  such  a  definition  emphasizes  is  that  it  is  not  tithing  that 
makes  a  person  a  Christian.  He  is  a  Christian  first,  through  faith  in 
Jesus  Christ,  and  then  a  tither.  Let  no  one  believe  that  tithing  and 
the  tithe  are  tests  of  one  Christianity.  They  are  but  the  evidence 
af  one  faith. 

It  is  all  of  us  that  God  wants,  all  of  our  life.  The  tithe  there¬ 
fore  is  never  the  final  expression  of  our  love.  It’s  only  a  beginning. 
Some,  in  their  abundance,  undoubtedly  can  and  must  go  far  beyond 
the  tithe.  For  others,  a  God-satisfying  portion  may  be  “two  small 
•oins.”  But  for  most  of  us,  the  tithe  is  a  reasonable  first  step.  For 
most  of  us  it  is  the  least  wa  can  do  in  our  gratitude  to  Him  for  all 
His  goodness  to  us.

suggested  that  the  Howard  college 
plan  of  “extension  schools''  will 
take  care  of  the  situation. 

This  method  of  extending  the 
arm  of  the  Baptist  college  is  good; 
it  will  provide  for  many  pastors, 
but  it  will  not  provide  the  continu¬ 
ous  study  and  the  immediate  su¬ 
pervision  By  faculty,  without  which 
every  method  of  education  must  be 
a  partial  failure.  It  is  either  Bible 
schools,  strategically  located  and 
adequately  staffed  and  equipped, 
or  ultimate  estrangement  of  the 
rural  and  village  host  of  our  Bap¬ 
tist  people. 

Time  to  Face  the  Facts.  I  have 
been  too  long  a  faithful  supporter 
of  our  organized  work  for  anyone 
to  accuse  me  of  being  a  deserter 
merely  because  I  cell  attention  to 
a  grave  defect  in  our  educational 
program.  To  do  so  would  be  like 
accusing  a  seaman  of  being  a  trai¬ 
tor  because  be  warns  the  captain 
that  the  ship  is  losing  two  knots  per 
hour  because  of  the  barnacles  on 
her  hull.  I  have  made  a  special 
study  of  rural  problems  for  almost 
a  half  century.  I  tremble  for  the 
future  of  my  country  when  I  wit¬ 
ness"  the  wanton  disregard  by  poli¬ 
ticians  of  the  basic  laws  of  social 
development.  And  when  I  know 
how  our  Baptist  statesmen  are  fail¬ 
ing  to  see  what  goes  on  among  the 
hosts  of  Baptist  whose  churches  are 
seldom  if  ever  represented  in  any 
larger  group  than  the  district  as¬ 
sociation,  I  am  led  to  have  grave 
forebodings  for  the  future  of  my 
beloved  denomination. 

Let  it  never  be  forgotten  that  the 
children  of  tomorrow  come  from 
the  homes  considered  by  the  well- 
to-do  as  underprivileged.  Leader¬ 
ship  is  developed  among  condi¬ 
tions  that  throw  the  youth  upon  his 
own  resources  and  make  him  de¬ 
pendent  upon  his  own  ingenuity.  If 
our  academic  and  educational  pro¬ 
gram  continues  to  be  fitted  pri¬ 
marily  for  the  production  of  urban 
leaders  for  church  and  secular 
causes,  beware:  For  as  surely  as 
Time  Marches  On,  so  surely  will 
the  children  of  the  masses  by  pass 
Baptist  theological  institutions  at¬ 
tending  in  their  stead  independent 
agencies  that  will  produce  a  lea¬ 
dership  which  eventually  will  de¬ 
sert  our  schools  leaving  them  aban¬ 
doned  derelicts  upon  the  sea  of 
time.

But  how  many  churches  would 
ever  know  that  such  resolutions 
have  been  passed? 

Wisdom  then  would  impel  us  to 
recognize  that  we  cannot  determine 
through  well wishing  and  through 
convention  resolutions,  however 
gracious  and  well-intended  they 
may  be,  whom  churches  shall  or¬ 
dain. 

If  they  are  to  secure  trained  res¬ 
ident  pastors,  men  must  be  provid¬ 
ed  who  are  fitted  to  lead  them  and 
are  willing  to  live  on  their  econo¬ 
mic  plane^. 

HOW  CLEAN  THE  HULL? 

The  ship  goes  on,  but  it  is  re¬ 
tarded  to  the  point  of  grave  dan¬ 
ger  by  barnacles  that  have  accum¬ 
ulated  on  her  hull  during  the  pass¬ 
ing  years.  No  part-time  program 
will  remove  them  and  send  the  ves¬ 
sel  onward  with  smooth  keel.

Recognize  the  need.  During  the 
sessions  of  1945-1950,  there  were  in 
various  independent  Bible  schools 
and  Christian  colleges  of  our  coun¬ 
try  more  Baptist  ministerial  stu¬ 
dents  than  were  enrolled  in  all  our 
seminaries. 

Why  were  they  there?  Because 
they  found  in  such  schools  a  kind 
of  theological  training  which  they 
had  been  led  to  desire  and  because 
it  was  set  to  their  level  of  culture. 
Unless  we  provide  special  Bible  in¬ 
stitutes  thousands  of  such  students 
will  learn  in  other  schools  lessons 
that  will  turn  them  against  our 
organized  way  of  "working  togeth¬ 
er  with  Christ.”

Supreme  Court  Upholds 
Roleasod-Time  Program 

Washington  (RNS) —  In  a  6-3  de¬ 
cision,  the  United  States  Supreme 
Court  upheld  the  constitutionality 
of  the  released-time  program  of 
religious  education  practiced  by 
the  public  schools  in  New  York. 

Under  the  program,  children  are 
released  from  public  schools  one 
hour  a  week  to  attend  religion 
classes  off  school  premises  with 
the  permission  of  their  parents. 

The  majority  opinion  was  writ¬ 
ten  by  Justice  William  O.  Douglas. 
Agreeing  with  him  were  Chief  Jus¬ 
tice  Fred  H.  Vinson  and  Justices 
Stanley  Reed,  Harold  H.  Burton,

Justice  Douglas  stressed  that 
there  is  no  constitutional  require¬ 
ment  which  makes  it  necessary  for 
government  to  be  hostile  to  reli¬ 
gion  “and  to  throw  its  weight 
against  efforts  to  widen  the  effect¬ 
ive  scope  of  religious  influence.” 
He  held  further  that  there  was  no 
coercion  in  the  released-time  pro¬ 
gram. 

The  majority  decision  also  said 
that  the  New  York  plan  was  dif¬ 
ferent  from  foe  Champaign,  Ill., 
program  which  the  Supreme  Court 
declared  illegal  in  March,  1948. 

In  the  McCollum  case,  Justice 
Douglas  said,  religious  instruction 
was  given  in  public  school  build¬ 
ings  and  foe  high  court  opposed 
this  use  of  tax-supported  property 
for  disseminating  religious  train¬ 
ing.  In  New  York,  however,  he 
said,  the  released  time  program 
involved  neither  religious  Instruc¬ 
tion  m  public  school  classrooms, 
-or  the  expenditure  of  public  funds.
